it until completed : they have the best assurance that it will be 
out by the end of the year in a style worthy of the Art ; and will, 
they trust, give entire satisfaction to the subscribers. 

The Committee believing that the Society will be better sup- 
ported in proportion as it is known and understood, have felt 
themselves called upon to make additional efforts to spread a 
knowledge of the Institution and its objects, and to increase the 
number of its subscribers. To this end they have employed Mr. 
W. S. Solomons, in whose capacity and faithfulness they have, 
from experience, acquired the utmost confidence, to visit most of 
the principal towns in the Union, to make the Society better 
known and to solicit subscriptions ; and they most respectfully 
ask of every member of the Society to give him their influence 
and every facility in their power for the acconvplishment of his 
object. 

These efforts on the part of the Committee, seconded as they 
trust they will be by the members of the Association, and the 
growing popularity of the Institution, lead them to anticipate 
that the Society will be enabled to purchase a much greater num.- 
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ber of pictures this year than it has ever done in any former one; 
and which, as usual, will be distributed by lot among the members 
at the Annual meeting in December. 

The room of the Association, at present at No. 322 ' Broad- 
way, is at all times open to the public, as well as to the Members 
of the Association ; it offers an eligible place for the Exhibition 
of Pictures, and other Works of Art, of which Artists are invited 
to avail themselves : and Members of the Association residing 
out of the City, are particularly invited to visit it whenever they 
are in town.
